\ eriſb koꝛ want of meanes foꝛ thetrſultentation : Aud they kurther mot lamentably complaine, that moit ofthe youthfuller ſozt are of late fozced andcompelley 
g intolerable and inſufferable puniſhments and tozments, todeny their Sauiour, and turne to their Mahumetan Religion, and to deny their owne King and 
Countrey, which God knowes) is to their great griefe, and vtter diſcomfozt fo euer. vnleſſe their relieſe and kreedome may be purchaſed and obtetned bythe 
fauourable and ptous conlideration and aſſiſtance of this Honourable Aſſembly, without which they are like to be all vtterly ruined both in body and ſoule, and 
their pooꝛe wiues and childzen likely (though extremity and want) miſerably toperiſh, NOW the lamentable complaint and cry ofſo many pooze ſoles, 
and thegrieuous toꝛments they now ſuſtaine toz their conſcience ſake, being well weighed andconſidered of, by this great and graue Aſſembly, They humbly 
vpontheir bare knees, foz Chꝛiſt Jeſus ſake, moſt humbly deſire, that (out ofthe bowels of compaſſion) pour Yonours will be pleaſed to take ſomeſpeedy courſe 
andmeanes fo the freeing ot them out ofthe mercilefle hands of thoſscruell Jnfidels; all reliete and comfozt herctofoze ſent them by their pooze wines a friends 
beeing deteined and kept from them; by reaſon whereof they arcinfozced to grinde coꝛne in beſtiall manner like hoꝛſes, fo2 to get ſome foode to pzeſerue their 
wꝛetched lines, with infinite miſeries, not here mentioned foz bꝛeuities ſake, and the great and extremeneceflitics of their pooze wiues and childꝛen: And they 
With all their wiues and childzen, beeing many hundꝛeds in number, ſball daily pzay foz the happy ſucceſſe ofyour Yonozs in all your enterpꝛiſes. hey. 
V PON the reading of which Petition, it is. this ſeuen and twentieth day of May, 1624. ozdered by the Lozds Spirituall and Tempoꝛall in this pꝛeſent 
Parliament aſſembled, That Letters Patents be granted foz a Collection thzoughout the whole Kingdome of England, and Dominion of Wales, foz redemp⸗ 
tion of thoſe miſerable Captiues; the ſayd Letters Patents to be graunted vpon commendations from the Loꝛds ofthe Parliament, vpon Petition peferred 
221. Lozdibips: The ſaid Letters Patents, with pꝛinted Bꝛiefes to be ſent to the Loꝛds Biſbops in their ſeuerall Dioceſſes, within each Pzouince, and 
8hetr Loꝛdſbips to ſend the Bꝛiefes to all the Miniſters of euery Pariſh within their Dioceſſe: which Miniſters by eſpeciall exhoꝛtation, are to ſtirre vp the 
charity ot᷑ their Parilbioners, foz a liberall contribution towards this ſo charitable a wozkie : The money in cuery Pariſhto be collected by the Churchwar⸗ 
dens and Ouerleers of the pooze; who preſently after the Collection, ſhall declare publiquely in the Church what is collected, and the ſame ſumme to be put on 
the backeſide of the Bꝛiele, with their andthe Miniſters hands to it: and then the Churchwardens and Ouerſeers of the pooze, oꝛ one of them, to deliuer the 
came Collection to ſome ſuch Miniſter in cuery Deaury , as ſbalbe nominated by the Lozd Biſbop foꝛ the receipt of the ſame : And thoſe Miniſters to deliver 
the ſame within ten dates after the receipt thereof, to the Loꝛd Biſbop ofthe Diocelle;and euery Biſbop to deliuer cucr the Collection made in his Dioceſſe to his 
Metropolitan: and the Metropolitan of Yorke, to tranſmic what is collected within his Pzouince, to the Archbiſbop of Canterbury, vnto whom by oꝛder ot 
the Houſe, all the money to becollected foz this vſe, is to be deliuered who, with the aduiſeof iixe Lozdsof Parliament, and the Loꝛds of His Maieſties Pzinte 
Councen, is to diſpoſe ofthe ſaid money ſo collected, foz reliefe and redemption ofthe Cavtiues. as is ſnet ified in the Petition .andnot otherwilt ; Cc nt 
mendationg to ali Patozs,xc. and this to continue fozone whole peere. And by way of example, the Loꝛds of Parliament are now readyto leade the wax l 
ning intheir ſeuerallrankes, (and fo do oꝛder) fourty ſbillings ofeuery member aboue the degree of a Baron: And thoſe of the degree of Barons (Lozds Spi⸗ 
Etuall and Tempozall) twenty ſbillings apiece, to bee p:eſently payed into the handsofthe Lozd Irchbiſhop of Canterbury, to be diſpoſed of , as the reſt of the 
moneys to be collected foz the vie aboue mentioned. And it is further ozdered, That abſent Loꝛds may not be exempted from this Contrikution, but that the 
Loꝛds that haue their N ꝛoxies depolite the Came foꝛ them. And it is alſo oꝛdered, that all be done without any charge oꝛ reward to any perſon ſoꝛ the ſame, Ex, + 
H. Eſing Cler, Parliamentorum. AN D whereas alſo the ſaid Loꝛds hauing perfectly vnderſtood, and duely conſidered the wofull and pitifull eſtate ofthoſe 
pooꝛe men. and in commileration of them, haue freely of themſelues payed downe pzeſently eneryofthem abouethe eſtate of a Baron, fourty thillings a piece. 
&:deuery other ofthe eſtate of a Baron, being Spirituall oz Tempoꝛall Lozds, twenty ſhillings,to be payed into the hands of the moik reuerend Father in 
God. the Lo2d Archbtſbop of Canterbury, towards this ſocharitable an action, as by the ſaid Oꝛder moze at large appeareth: K NO VV ye therefoze , that me 
alfo aboue all other, moſt grieued at the pitifull and wofulleſtate of the ſayd pooze men Our ſubiects, and much commiterating theſame, and much retoxcing - 
| in the koꝛwardnelle of Our laid Lozds, towards the perfozmance of ſo chꝛiſtian and charitable an action, whoſe good example e earneſtiy defire,that all other 
Our louing lubiects of quality would follow in this behalte, accoꝛding to their degrees, of Dur pxincely grace, doe ratifie and much appzooue their ſaid Oꝛder 
fo ſet downe, and in confirmation, and foz the execution thereof doe graunt, that accoꝛding to the ſaid Ozder, Collection may be made of the charitable deuotion 
and liberalitie ot all Our louing ſubiccts ; thzoughout Our Kealme of England, and Dominion of Wales, tn all places whatſouer, towards the reliete and re⸗ 
demption of Our ſaid pooʒe ſubiects the Captiues afozeſaid, to be executed in manner and foꝛme following: That is to ſap, Wee will, grant, appoint, and re⸗ 
qutre, that Walter Dobſon, Gentleman Apparitoꝛ to the Lozd Archbiſhop of Canterbury his Grace,oz his Deputie oz Deputtesnamed and appointed by him, in 
wꝛiting vnder his hand and ſeale, ſball and may pꝛocure to bee pꝛinted fo many Briefes of theſe Our Letters Patents, as may ſuffice foz the accompliſhing 
and perfozmanceofthis good worte. and ſball carry and ſbew theſe Our Letters Patents vuder Our great Seale, totheſaid Lozd Archbiſbop of Canterbury, 
and chall alſoleaue with his Graceſo many ot thole pꝛinted Bziefes, as there be Churches oꝛ Chappels, wherein publiquediuine Seruiceisvſually ſaid, withs 
in the circuit oꝛ pꝛecinct of the ſeuerall Pzoutnces of Canterbury and Yorke, AND Mee require euery of the ſaid Loꝛd Archbiſhops to receiue the ſayd Bꝛietes, 
and with all ſpeed to diltribute vntoeach Biſbop within his Pzoutnce, and to ſend ſo many vnto the Archbiſhop of Yorke, as may ſerue to bee diſperſed within 
the Dioceſſeg of his Pꝛouince, the ſaid Bꝛietes to be ſent by the ſatd Bilbops, to the 5 —5 oꝛ Curate ofeuery Pariſh-church and Chappell within their ſe- - 
uerall Dioceſſeg. AN D Mee alto will and requirt euery Miniſter oꝛ Curate of ahy Church oz Chappell, to whom ſuch pꝛinted Bꝛietes ſball be deltucred, that 
without any long delay, vpon ſome Sunday oz Holiday, when the Pariſhioners be fully aſſembled to heare diuine Seruice⸗ they publiquely declare in their 
ſeuerall Church oz Chappell vnto the Congregation t nere aſſembled, the tenour of theſe Bziefcs, with an eſpeciall exhoztation to them, to peeld their liberall 
and extraoꝛdinarp contrivutton to focharitable a wozke, A N D Mee alſo will and require you the Churchwardens and Ouerſcers of the pooze, to make dili⸗ 
gent Collection of the charitable deuotion of the people in theſayd Church oꝛ Chappell to allembled. and that after your Collection fo made, you doe publiquely 
declare in the Church. the whole ſumme of money ſo by you collected, and then pzocure the ſame ſumme to be let downe vpon the backeſide of the Brieke, vnder 
your owne hands, and the hand of the Miniſter of the ſaid Church oz Chappell: And then you the ſaid Churchwardens, oz Duerſeers, oz one ot your, after the 
receipt of the ſame money collected, ſhall deliner the ſumme collected, with the ſayd Bztefe, vnto ſuch Mtnilter of the Deanery, where the ſayd Collection ſball 
beanade, as the Loꝛd Biſhop of the ſayd Diocefle, all aſſigne oꝛ appoint to receiue the ſame : And the Biſbop ofeuery Dioceſle , ts hereby authoz#zed to name 
by appoynt a Miniſter ineuery Deanery, to receiue the laid Collections accoꝛdingly. A ND Bee alſo require you the ſaid Winilter, which thall be co appoyn- 


ted to recetue the ſayd money from theſayd Ouerſeers, that you receiue the tame. with the fozeſaid Bzieke, andthat within ten dayes after the receipt thereof, 
| pou pay aud deliuer the ſame, with the Bꝛiele, whereby the fame hath beene collected, vnto the Loꝛd Biſhop of the Diocelle, where ſuch Collection is made. 
AND Wee alſo require vou the Bilbops ot euery Dioceſe reſpectiuely, that you receiue of the ſayd Miniſter, the ſayd money, with the Bꝛiele whereby the ſame 
* hath beene collected, and deltuer ouer all the ſayd Collections made within your Droceſſe, with the fozeſatd Bꝛieles, to the Wetropolitane of the Pzouince, 
wherein the Collection ſhall be made. A N D Wee likewiſe require you the ſayd Archbiſbop of Yorke, that you without delay, doe tranſmit to the ſaid L⁹ - 
Arch bichop of Canterbury, all the ſummes of money collected within your Pꝛouince, with the Bziefes, whereby the fame hath beene collected, with him to te⸗ 
maine, vntill the * — — —— _ as by —＋ fozeſaid Oꝛder — —— ſeuen and twentieth of May, 1624. the ſame is to be diſpoſed of; Any Statute,
